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WORK ON MILITARY ANGLES FOR ‘DUNDEE’! 


There are, in the United States Army today, no cavalry units 
like that commanded by "Major Dundee" in the film, but you 
can still make a major effort to enlist the support of both the 
Army and the veterans’ organizations in your area. A third 
approach to "soldier" promotion with "Major Dundee"' is 


BATTLE FLAGS 


Museums or local collectors may have battle- 
flags like those used in "Major Dundee," or 
some branch of the armed services may have 
such a collection. When you find one, install 
it in your lobby along with photos and post- 
ers, and invite newspaper, radio or TV 
coverage. A variation would be to issue a 
call through local communications media to 
people in town who may have such battle- 
flags, from any military campaign, as family 
heirlooms or personal mementoes. These can 
be brought to your theatre and put on dis- 
play together with the names of the donors. 


BUGLERS 


Boy Scouts, church and other youth groups 
might have single buglers or bugle corps in 
their organizations. Arrange for an opening 
day parade of these youngsters, in full uni- 
form and accompanied by their flags and 
banners; parade winds up with a massing of 
the buglers at your theatre. The event might 
be called a "Tribute to 'Major Dundee’ and 
the U. S. Cavalry," and the stunt can be 
covered by newspapers, radio and television. 
Also, buglers or band leaders at local Army 
post might be brought in to serve as judges 
in a contest for the best ''bugler boys."

CIVIL WAR 


Still No. Art 1, key art in the film‘s advertising, 
might be used as a blow-up, properly colored, 
to key a major lobby or window display of 
Civil War mementoes or a book store display 
of Civil War titles in which the “Major Dundee” 
paperback also figures prominently. 


STREET BALLY 


Send a man on horseback, dressed in Union 
Army uniform, through main business and 
shopping streets, and wherever youngsters 
congregate. He might carry a banner read- 
ing: ‘I'm On My Way to Join 'Major Dundee’ 
a State Theatre."' Same ballyhoo man 
might also make the rounds of the radio/TV 
programs, newspaper offices and VIP's, with 
your special message. 


THE ARMY 


¢ Set up military equipment in lobby, and 
out-front, along with participation in an 
opening-day parade. 


¢ Display medals, battle flags, etc., particu- 
larly those of the Civil War period or of the 
Southwest when the cavalry was fighting 
Indians. 


e Honor most decorated local American 
soldier. 


¢ Set up a drill team to appear at your 
theatre, opening night. 


e Any men still in uniform who served in the 
U. S. Cavalry before it became mechanized? 
They could provide excellent radio/TV/news- 
paper material, along with picture plugs.

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till light brown, stirring 
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the Civil War itself; the film has Charlton Heston appearing 
as a Union Army officer and Richard Harris as a Confederate 
Army officer, both fighting together under the Union flag 
against marauding Apaches and the "liberating'' French, in 
Mexico, where much of the picture was filmed. 


‘DUNDEE’ FLAGS 


Decorate theatre with Union and Confeder- 
ate flags, keyed to fact that Charlton Heston 
and Richard Harris are Fed and Reb, re- 
spectively, in the Jerry Bresler production. 
Ballyhoo cars might also be decorated with 
flags from the Civil War, and move through 
the streets playing Civil War music, which is 
readily available in most music stores that 
carry the folk singing groups so popular 
today.

e Arrange for veterans’ organization atten- 
dance at special screenings, via a group sales 
or other ticket-selling approach. 


¢ Veterans’ participation in opening-day 
ceremonies. 
e Interviews with former cavalrymen. 


e Veterans’ wartime souvenirs on display. 


HORSEMANSHIP! 


"Major Dundee" has some of the finest rid- 
ing ever screened, in the course of its 
fast-paced action. Check with local riding 
academies to see what might be done in the 
way of parades, precision riding in front of 
theatre before opening, etc. Also, the United 
States Pony Club, an important nationwide 
organization with membership groups scat- 
tered about the country, might have a local 
branch. Set up a contest promotion award- 
ing riding lessons as prizes. 


CIVIL WAR TIME! 


Arrange with local antique dealer for the 
creation of special Civil War displays in your 
theatre lobby, and on television; displays 
might include a room of the period filled with 
furniture, accessories, clothing, jewelry, etc. 


GO AFTER GUNS! 


In every situation, there are gun collectors 
and, almost always, gun dealers. Arrange for 
a guarded display of Civil War weapons in 
your theatre lobby, in a store window, and 
—on television—set up a program wherein 
a local expert on the subject talks about, and 
shows, the martial arms of the period in which 
"Major Dundee" is set. 


LOCAL DUNDEE? 


The name of Dundee appears only six times 
in the Manhattan phone book—and five of 
those references are to firms and stores of 
one sort or another! If there is a Dundee in 
your town, see what can be worked out in 
the way of endorsement of the picture, inter- 
views, publicity, etc. If there is a firm or 
service using the name, perhaps you can 
obtain newspaper co-op advertising or other 
mutually-beneficial promotion? Check your 
phone book now!

Jonacatepec, Mexico — The sun beats 
down on the high country below Mexico 
City with the same heat it has in the 
Spanish Guadarramas, or in the Po Valley 
above Rome; the vast flapping square of 
canvas that shields us from it at lunch is 
like those I’ve seen in 20 other mess tents 
on 20 other locations around the world. 

The men are men I’ve known before: 
an actor I worked with in London, a stunt- 
man I rode beside in Wyoming, a camera- 
man who photographed me in Hawaii; all 
our trails have crossed and recrossed a 
dozen times across the world from Cairo 
to Culver City, making movies. 

To make “Major Dundee,” we went deep 
into Mexico. Starting in Durango in the 
north and ranging south across the curve 
of the country, we shot from Tehuiztla to 
Cuatla, stopping a week in Mexico City 
for some brief interior scenes and then 
back out to the harsh back country, work- 
ing south towards Chilpancingo. 

“Muy duro,” the Mexicans call it, and 
it is. Very tough. I’ve never made a film, 
I think, that moved so far and so often to 
find food for its cameras. Which way is 
the work? Always the same direction: 
follow the snaky tangle of heavy black 
cable from the grumbling generator and 
you come at last to the street, or hill, or 
canyon, or river where it all stands ready 
—the camera hungry for the actors and 
the events it eats to make a movie. 

This one, I think, will be a very good 
one. Always you start with that chance, 
which sometimes fades to a faint hope, 
and then melts like water into sand before 
a camera has turned. But with “Major 
Dundee,” the chance is still there strongly, 
I think. We have the story surely, in the 
Civil War, and Major Dundee fights far 
from the fields of Gettysburg and Lookout 


Mountain but his troopers carry the same 
passion in them as Grant’s and Sherman’s, 
Lee’s and Longstreet’s. 

Beyond the story, we have the people— 
Richard Harris, whom I hadn’t seen since 
we worked together in “The Wreck of the 
Mary Deare,” had come from his triumph 
in “This Sporting Life” to play a Con- 
federate captain; Jim Hutton from his 
string of successful comedies, James Co- 
burn from menacing Audrey Hepburn in 
“Charade,” Michael Anderson, Jr., with- 
out his apostle’s robes from “The Greatest 
Story Ever Told.” Somehow, they all look 
like the hard-faced, fierce-eyed figures in 
those old photographs Brady shot a hun- 
dred years ago. 

And beyond the people, we have the di- 
rector. If the heat and fury and frustra- 
tion that any serious effort at making a 
film means anything, Sam Peckinpah will 
be a name you'll see on a lot of marquees 
from now on. 

I must make mention of the other play- 
ers in the superb cast which producer 
Jarry Bresler rounded up for this Colum- 
bia Pictures release in Panavision and 
color. There is Mario Adorf, a German- 
Italian in his first American film role as 
Sergeant Gomez, a Mexican in the U. S. 
Army. Brock Peters, the strapping six- 
foot entertainer who started in show busi- 
ness as a singer, is still another reputable 
player who will be remembered for his 
portrayal in “The L-Shaped Room” with 
Leslie Caron. And, finally, the beautiful 
and exciting Senta Berger, who became 
an over-night sensation in Carl Foreman’s 
“The Victors.” In the role of Maria San- 
tiago, widow of a Mexican doctor, Miss 
Berger gives a memorable and moving 
performance. 

To all those I worked with in “Major 
Dundee,” my thanks and my admiration 
—for their very professional behavior and 
performances under the most trying and 
difficult circumstances of picture making.

To those not initiated in the casting’ 
problems of a major film, it might seem 
odd that producer Jerry Bresler would 
roam to Germany to cast a German- 
Italian for a Mexican role in his spectacu- 
lar “Major Dundee,” now at the........ 
Theatre in Panavision and color. 

But in the case of Mario Adorf, who is 
co-starred with Charlton Heston and 
Richard Harris in the Columbia Pictures 
release, this is exactly what happened. 
Looking more Spanish-Mexican than he 
does Italian or German Adorf is dark- 
hued, with jet black hair, and he is a 
“new face” for American audiences.

“Losing an arm for a movie is painful 
indeed,” according to James Coburn, who 
plays a one-armed Indian scout in the 
Jerry Bresler production, “Major Dun- 
dee,” Columbia Pictures release at the 
Theatre in Panavision and color. 

“I could take it about twenty minutes, 
and then the arm became numb,” said 
Coburn, who stars with Charlton Heston, 
Richard Harris, Jim Hutton and Michael 
Anderson, Jr. in the brawling 1865 cav- 
alry adventure. 

Actually, Coburn held his arm back 
over his left shoulder, with a special har- 
ness cradling his elbow and taking some 
of the strain off, This type of harness has 
been used in pictures before, but Jim’s 
case was special. He had to be able to 
ride, shoot, and even swing a cutlass with 
the good arm. 

“I almost turned the part down when I 
discovered that I had to control a horse’s 
reins with my teeth while firing the 
shotgun,” Jim said. He trained with the 
harness, and his horse, for about a week 
before leaving for the Mexican location of 
“Major Dundee.” By picture’s end, Co- 
burn, who was a classic heavy on TV 
before shifting to the big screen, could 
even fight with the arm stump. 

The bearded, brooding character played 
by Coburn is likely to be remembered 
for a long time on the screen, and there’s 
a reason. “Did you ever see a one-armed 
man fight with a knife?” Coburn asked, 
a glint in his eye.

recently wrote, “When any producer seeks 
a leading man of heroic proportions, phy- 
sical and otherwise, he automatically 
turns to Charlton Heston.” 

And the role of Major Dundee, in 
“Major Dundee,” new Jerry Bresler pro- 
duction for Columbia Pictures release, in 
Panavision and color at the 
Theatre, practically demanded the distin- 
guished Mr. Heston. The film’s sprawling, 
tempestuous Civil War setting, and the 
image of a hard-bitten, stubborn Union 
cavalry officer astride a lathered horse 
leading a company of renegades into the 
flaming Southwest, was certainly of 
“heroic proportions.” 

So Charlton Heston was commissioned 
to lead “C” Troop, 3rd U. S. Cavalry, 
which included a handful of Confederate 
prisoners who hate Heston and his fel- 
lows, across half of Mexico in search of 
a bloody-handed Apache named Charriba. 

Heston’s attitude toward his profession 
is one of unadulterated enthusiasm. “I 
work hard at it because the rewards have 
been generous and I’m grateful.” The 
rewards include an Academy “Oscar” for 
his performance in “Ben Hur.” 

The players co-starred with Heston in 
“Major Dundee,’ headed by Richard 
Harris, Irish actor nominated for an 
Academy Award for his work in “This 
Sporting Life,” are Jim Hutton, James 
Coburn, Michael Anderson, Jr., Mario 
Adorf, Brock Peters and Senta Berger. 
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. Sam Peckinpah directed the film from the 


original story by Harry Julian Fink and 
the screenplay by Fink, Oscar Saul and 
Peckinpah.

Review 
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Pure adventure, brawling excitement 
and lusty action—along with some superb 
characterizations of men in battle—can 
be found in the breathless new Columbia 
Pictures release, “Major Dundee,” a Jerry 
Bresler production which opened yester- 
day at the Theatre. The excite- 
ment is in Panavision and color. 

Charlton Heston plays the title role, 
that of a Union Army officer who com- 
mands a company of renegades and de- 
serters in a desperate mission through 
the great Southwest. Also topping the 
stellar cast is Richard Harris, the brilliant 
Irish star of “This Sporting Life,” as a 
Confederate captain who is second-in- 
command of the expedition and who is 
determined, once that mission is complet- 
ed, to kill the hard-bitten major. 

Also part of the desperate crew are 
Jim Hutton, as an Army lieutenant who 
tries to keep his sense of humor in the 
middle of battle and sudden death; James 
Coburn, as a one-armed Indian scout; 
Michael Anderson, Jr., as a baby-faced 
bugler who learns from his fellows how 
to kill, and kiss; Mario Adorf, as a knife- 
throwing Mexican sergeant; Brock Pet- 
ers, as the leader of six Negroes who 
volunteer to join the company even 
though its personnel includes Confederate 
soldiers more eager to fight Union 
soldiers than they are to fight Indians, 
and lovely Senta Berger, as the widow of 
a Mexican doctor. 

“Major Dundee” is partially based on 
historic fact. Sierra Charriba, gaunt and 
murderous Indian chief, has massacred 
a company of U. S. Cavalry, and again 
escaped into Mexico. Civil War or no 
Civil War, Major Dundee leads his own 
troop of misfits and killers against the 
Apache, accompanied by Confederate 
Army Captain Tyreen and others of his 
men; the rebels have been given a choice: 
they can fight under the American flag 
or they can face a murder charge. 

“Major Dundee” is a powerful story, 
magnificently brought to the screen by 
players and technicians who, to judge 
merely from what is presented on the 
screen, worked long and arduously to 
capture the hatreds and frustrations, the 
beauty and misery of the time. 

Based on a screenplay by Harry Julian 
Fink, Oscar Saul and Sam Peckinpah, 
“Major Dundee” was directed by Peckin- 
pah. 


Brock Peters 


For versatile singer-actor Brock Peters, 
his co-starring role in “Major Dundee,” 
the Jerry Bresler production for Columbia 
Pictures release now at the ..... Theatre 
in Panavision and color, gives him a fur- 
ther opportunity to prove he can do almost 
anything, including straight dramatic act- 
ing, better than most. In “Major Dundee,” 
Brock is co-starred with Charlton Heston 
and Richard Harris, in a spectacular ad- 
venture set in the Southwest during the 
Civil War. 

Following a series of television appear- 
ances and night club engagements, Brock 
Peters’ film debut came when producer 
Otto Preminger chose him to play the

(Not for Publication) In the last months of 
the Civil War, ''B" Troop, 3rd U. S. Cavalry head- 
quartered at Fort Benlin, New Mexico, which also 
serves as a Federal prison, is massacred by Sierra 
Charriba, Apache Indian chief who escapes into 
Mexico. Major Dundee, commanding disorganized 
"C" Troop, goes after Charriba, augmenting his 
force of misfits and renegades, with Confederate 
Army captain Ben Tyreen and a few other hand- 
picked rebels to whom he offers a choice: fight 
Charriba or face a murder charge for killing a 
prison guard. Once friends at West Point, Dundee 
and Tyreen now hate each other; Tyreen makes 
no bones of the fact that he will kill the major as 
soon as their mission is successfully completed. 
With them on their trek into Mexico are Samuel 
Potts, one-armed Indian scout; Lieutenant Grah- 
am, who is new to battle; Tim Ryan, fresh-faced 
bugler boy; Sergeant Gomez, a knife-throwing 
Mexican; Aesop, a Negro who volunteers to fight 
alongside the Confederates, and sometimes fights 
with them, and a ragtag crew of frontier thieves 
and murderers, as well as the Feds and Rebs. The 
explosive relationship between Dundee and 
Tyreen persists throughout their chase of Char- 
riba, even after their meeting with Teresa San- 
tiago, widow of a Mexican doctor, and their 
decimating battles with both the Apaches and 
the French forces "'liberating'' Mexico at the time. 
Charriba finally is caught and killed, and both 
Dundee and Tyreen have come to understand that 
there are larger stakes in life than personal 
vendettas.
